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Reclaman solución para los “huérfanos de las deportaciones” 


Los Ángeles (EFE) — Una 
coalición de grupos defensores de 
los inmigrantes y de los derechos 
humanos solicitó que se tomen 
medidas para resolver el problema 
de miles de niños, ciudadanos es- 
tadounidenses, cuyos padres han 
sido deportados. La Coalición Lati- 
noamericana Internacional CLI, que 
agrupa a varias organizaciones de 
defensa de los inmigrantes, pidió al 
Gobierno federal que busque cami- 
nos para evitar la ruptura familiar 
causada por las deportaciones. 

La petición se hizo en un acto 
en el que se descubrió la pintura de 
una niña estadounidense cuya madre 
inmigrante se encuentra deportada. 

“Es una obra artística en la 
que se explica el drama humano 
que están sufriendo cinco mi- 
llones de niños estadounidenses”, 
afirmó Oswaldo Cabrera, director 
ejecutivo de CLI, al referirse a la 
pintura presentada como parte de 
la celebración del Día Internacional 
del Inmigrante. 

La coalición CLI promueve la 
iniciativa “Adopta un inmigrante” 
(ADOPTAME), consistente en que 
“mediante una adopción simbólica, 
un ciudadano estadounidense puede 
proteger a un inmigrante indocu- 
mentado como un acto humanitario, 
reclamando una reforma migratoria 
justa”, explicó el director ejecutivo. 
El acto contó con la presencia de 
la cónsul de Honduras, Vivian 
Panting, y del Cónsul del Ecuador, 
Eddie Bedón, quienes expresaron su 
apoyo a la necesidad de un camino 
legal que evite la desintegración 
familiar. 

“Consideramos que se vive un 
drama social humano muy grande 
cuando se separa la familia, que 
como todos sabemos es la base de 
la sociedad”, declaró Eddie Bedón. 
“No podemos constituir una socie- 
dad justa sin la familia y este es un 
problema que no tiene nacionalidad, 
afectando a todos los países sobre 
todo los latinoamericanos”, señaló 
el Cónsul ecuatoriano. 

Por su parte, la Cónsul General 
de Honduras en Los Ángeles, Vivian 
Panting, manifestó su apoyo a la 
iniciativa ADOPTAME y la necesi- 
dad de buscar una legalización que 
permita la presencia de las familias 
latinas en el país. 

“Nos identificamos con el 
simbolismo del programa ADOP- 
TAME”, señaló la cónsul. “Creemos 
que nuestras familias y nuestras 
comunidades están formadas por 
personas trabajadoras y honestas, 
que pagan impuestos y creo que de- 
ben ser reconocidas”, dijo la cónsul 
hondureña. 

Según explicó Cabrera, en la 
pintura se refleja la imagen de Dulce 
María, una niña estadounidense de 
dos años, auspiciada por el programa 
ADOPTAME, “que sabe contar en 
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inglés hasta 20 y conoce el abece- 
dario”, y cuya madre se encuentra 
deportada. La obra fue realizada 
por el artista ecuatoriano Cristóbal 
Ortega, ampliamente reconocido en 
su país y quien -curiosamente- tam- 
bién posee el récord Guinness como 
“el pintor más veloz del mundo”, 
señaló Cabrera.

ristina Fernández, no-

Cristina Fernández de Kirchner 
obtuvo en las elecciones argentinas 
una holgada victoria y recibirá la 
banda presidencial de manos de su 
esposo, Néstor Kirchner, actual jefe 
del Estado argentino, el próximo 10 
de diciembre. La que será novena 
presidenta americana remacha una 
trayectoria de dos décadas que supo 
construir con una destacada labor 
legislativa y una fuerte vocación 
de poder. Madre de Máximo, de 30 
años, y Florencia, de 17, Cristina se 
caracteriza por un carácter fuerte al 
que el ex presidente radical Raúl 
Alfonsín (1983-1989) ha tachado 
de “irascible”. 

Cristina Fernández convocó

La llegada al poder de 
Correa generó cambios ra- 
dicales en Ecuador en 2007 

La llegada al poder del presi- 
dente Rafael Correa generó en Ecua- 
dor en 2007 cambios radicales que 
han marginado a los partidos tradi- 
cionales y propiciado una Asam- 
blea Constituyente que pretende 
la transformación del Estado en 
2008. Correa no perdió tiempo para 
emprender los cambios, y el 15 de 
enero, día de su toma de posesión, 
firmó el decreto de convocatoria de 
una consulta popular para decidir si 
se celebraba una Asamblea Cons- 
tituyente, propuesta central de su 
campaña electoral. El mismo día, 
Correa también dio una idea de su 
alineamiento internacional, pues, 
entre los gobernantes presentes, 
destacaron los presidentes de Brasil, 
Luiz Inácio Lula da Silva; de Chile, 
Michelle Bachelet; de Venezuela, 
Hugo Chávez, y de Bolivia, Evo

Correa, que impulsa una “revo- 
lución ciudadana” y propugna el 
“socialismo del siglo XXI”, con- 
firmó sus anuncios anteriores con 
respecto a EEUU de que no firmaría 
un tratado de libre comercio y que en 
2009 concluiría el acuerdo de uso de 
la base aérea ecuatoriana de Manta 
por aviones estadounidenses. 

Además, en noviembre, Ecua- 
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dor regresó a la Organización de 
Países Exportadores de Petróleo 
(OPEP), que había abandonado en 
1992, en busca de una mayor coor- 
dinación internacional en sus ventas 
de crudo, que constituyen el mayor 
recurso del Estado. El 15 de abril del 
2007, casi el 82% de los electores 
votó a favor de la celebración de 
una Asamblea Constituyente que 
redacte una nueva Carta Magna, 
lo que supuso un firme espalda- 
razo para Correa, que se mantenía 
como el presidente más popular de 
América, según algunas encuestas. 
Las elecciones para la Asamblea, 
el 30 de septiembre, confirmaron el 
apoyo a Correa y su partido, Alianza 
País, que, con más del 70% de votos, 
logró 80 de los 130 representantes y 
se garantizó la mayoría absoluta. 

En la fecha de su constitución, 
el 29 de noviembre, la Asamblea, 
presidida por Alberto Acosta, de 
Alianza País, decidió asumir plenos 
poderes, tanto sobre el Ejecutivo, 
como el Legislativo y el Judicial. 
En uso de esos poderes, la Asamblea 
ratificó en su cargo al presidente 
Correa, así como a la Corte Su- 
prema, decidió cerrar, por receso 
indefinido, el Congreso y asumió 
la capacidad legislativa.

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Aprueban 70,000 millones de dólares para guerras en Irak y Afganistán

Washington (EFE) — El Se- 
nado de Estados Unidos aprobó la 
asignación de 70,000 millones de 
dólares para financiar las guerras 
en Irak y Afganistán. 

La medida fue aprobada por 70 
votos contra 20, en lo que fuentes 
legislativas calificaron como un 
importante triunfo para la política 
del Presidente George W. Bush en 
esos dos países. 

El proyecto no contiene las 
condiciones que los demócratas 
habían planteado para aprobarlo, 
entre ellas algún plazo para dar por 
concluida la intervención militar es- 
tadounidenses en Irak que se acerca 


a los cinco años. 

La luz verde para los nuevos 
fondos abrió el camino para la 
aprobación de un proyecto general 
de gastos por un total de 555,000 
millones de dólares que financiarán 
las operaciones del Gobierno du- 
rante 2008. 

Bush había advertido antes de 
que se iniciara la consideración del 
proyecto que lo vetaría si este no 
incluía los fondos pedidos para los 
conflictos bélicos que libra Estados 
Unidos en Irak y Afganistán. 

“Necesitamos aprobar este 
plan de gastos, con fondos para 
las tropas, sin condiciones y sin 


demoras”, dijo el líder de la minoría 
republicana en el Senado, Mitch 
McConnell. 

“Aún los que no apoyan la 
guerra, están de acuerdo en una 
cosa: las tropas en el campo de 
batalla no pueden carecer de los 


recursos que necesitan”, añadió 
McConnell. 

El proyecto entrega 40,000 mi- 
llones de dólares a Irak y establece 
una asignación de 30,000 millones 
de dólares a Afganistán, la cual 
había sido aprobada por la Cámara 


de Representantes. 

Una vez que se apruebe el plan 
general de gastos, ambos conflictos 
habrán significado un costo total de 
670,000 millones de dólares para 
Estados Unidos, dijeron fuentes 
legislativas.

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U.S.: Inquiry into suitcase “not about” relations with Argentina

The U.S. government said 
Justice Department allegations 
that a cash-stuffed suitcase was 
intended as a secret contribution 
to now-Argentine President Cris- 
tina Fernandez's campaign are “not 
about U.S.-Argentinean relations” 
and stressed the years of strong ties 
between Washington and Buenos 
Aires. 

Speaking at a press conference, 
State Department spokesman Sean 
McCormack said the suitcase inci- 
dent and associated allegations are 
a matter for U.S. law enforcement 
and not of foreign policy. 

“The law is the law is the law,” 
said McCormack. “This isn't about 
U.S.-Argentine relations. This is 
about individuals, who are not 
Argentineans, allegedly breaking 
laws on U.S. soil; therefore, those 
people are going to be prosecuted. 
So this is not about U.S.-Argenti- 
nean relations.” 

McCormack was referring to a 
bilateral flap sparked by U.S. pro- 
secutors” allegations that $800,000 
seized in August from a Venezuelan- 
American businessman in Buenos 
Aires was intended as a secret con- 
tribution to Fernandez's presidential 
campaign. 


Fernandez was sworn in Mon- 
day as Argentina's first elected 
female president. Fernandez reacted 
angrily Thursday to the accusations, 
saying they were the “garbage of in- 
ternational politics.” “This president 
may be a woman, but she will not 
let herself be pressured,” she said, 
implying that the indictments in 
Miami of five people for allegedly 
trying to silence the man carrying 
the cash were aimed at dissuading 
Argentina from pursuing closer ties 
with leftist-ruled Venezuela. 

Without mentioning the United 
States by name, she said that some 
nations seek lackeys rather than 
partners. Fernandez vowed that 
Argentina will continue affirming 
“friendship with all the Latin Ameri- 
can countries, also with the Bolivar- 
ian Republic of Venezuela.” 

U.S. federal prosecutors have 
accused five men of acting on behalf 
of the Venezuelan government to 
silence Guido Antonini Wilson, a 
citizen of both the United States 
and Venezuela who was caught by 
Argentine customs officials in Au- 


gust as he tried to bring a cash-filled : 


briefcase into the country.

Mexico: 29 Million 
Americans have roots 
south of the border 


Mexico City (EFE) — Upwards of 29 mil- 
lion residents of the United States are of Mexican 
extraction, with more than a third of that total 
born south of the border, Mexico's Conapo de- 
mography bureau said. 

The “dominant reality” is Mexican emigra- 
tion to the United States, Conapo said Tuesday 
in a communique, pointing out that the Mexico- 
born population north of the border was only 
around 800,000 as recently as 1970. 

“If one also considers the U.S.-born descen- 
dants of Mexicans, the population of Mexican 
origin residing in that country adds up to 29.3 
million people,” the bureau said. 

Conapo also noted that roughly 6.2 million 
of the 11 million Mexican citizens now in the 
United States are undocumented. 

The bureau said 26 percent of the Mexi- 
can immigrants north of the border are living 
below the poverty line, compared with a figure 
of 12 percent for all other foreign-born U.S. 
residents. 

The communique cited the dangers for Mex- 
icans who try to sneak into the United States - an 
average of 400 a year die in the Arizona desert 
- as well as difficulties “regarding the processes 
of integration in the receiving society.” 

Mexico has long sought a broad migration 
accord with Washington that would lead to the 
legalization of undocumented Mexicans in the 
United States, but immigration reform stalled in 
the U.S. Senate and is not likely to be taken up 
again until after the 2008 elections. 

In the meantime, U.S. states and localities 
have been implementing anti-immigrant mea- 
sures and Washington presses ahead with work 
on a border fence that has drawn bitter protests 
from Mexico.

Valencia, Spain — In a coun- 
try brimming over with tourism 
magnets like the Prado Museum in 
Madrid, Las Ramblas in Barcelona 
and the Andalusian delights of Se- 
ville, it's tough for a late bloomer to 
get a piece of the action. Yet, that's 
exactly what Valencia did, jumping 
from near obscurity on the tourism 
scene to one of the country’s most- 
visited cities in just 15 years. 

What happened was, this 21- 
century-old Mediterranean seaport 
got serious — to the tune of bil- 
lions of dollars (in local currency) 
— about getting known for more 
than its namesake oranges. 

Part One of this report focused 
on how Valencia turned a dried up 
riverbed winding through the town 
into a world-class tourism magnet 
of its own. Today, visitors to the 
seven-mile-long bed enjoy every- 
thing from a Spanish Shangri-La 
of lush parks, gardens and nature 
walks to a futuristic arts and sci- 
ences campus. 

The tab for the campus alone 
was $1.1 billion, including a space- 
ship-like opera house, Europe’s 
largest aquarium and other spec- 
tacular projects. At the same time, 
big bucks were spent on building a 
new super-port for cruise ships and 
the prestigious America’s Cup yacht 
races, a new convention center and 
a new airport terminal. 

Valencia’s marketers also spot- 
light the city’s historic and religious 
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attractions, including a cathedral

said to house the Holy Grail. Just 


a short cab ride from the riverbed, 
they point out, are dozens of muse- 
ums and monuments and blocks of 
buildings from the days in which 
Roman, Goth, Moorish and early 
Christian armies ruled the town. 

Topping all this off is what the 
Valencia Tourism & Convention 
Bureau calls “an endless stream of 
cultural and leisure events.” Cur- 
rently, for example, art lovers are 
packing an exhibit of 14 paintings 
by Valencia’s famous artist Joaquin 
Sorolla. Until now adorning the 
walls of a library in New York, 
the paintings will be on display at 
Valencia’s new Bancaja Cultural 
Center until March 31. 

Another blockbuster magnet 
for tourism is set to open on the 
old riverbed in early 2008. Called 
Bioparc, it’s a $75 million cageless 
zoo being built on a site about the 
size of eight city blocks. Here, visi- 
tors will walk along paths separated 
from the animals by strategically 
placed streams, boulders, up-ended 
tree trunks and towering palms. In 
some places, guests will be able 
to check out the animals (and vice 
versa) up close on glass-sided 
walkways. 

The first section of the zoo will 
recreate African locales in which 
4,000 animals from aardvarks to 
zebras will appear to roam freely. 
Visitors, it’s said, will experience 
“moments of emotion” as they wan- 
der around, such as spotting herds 
of giraffes or elephants while lions

look on from rocky heights. 

And there’s more on the draw- 
ing board. Two future sections will 
feature locales and animals from 
Southeast Asia and the tropics. 

Travel tips 

Getting to Valencia usually re- 
quires two flight connections along 
the way, one at a U.S. gateway and 
the second at Spain’s air hub at Ma- 
drid. From there, it’s a 55-minute jet 
hop to Valencia. 

Transatlantic airlines such as 
Iberia typically leave the U.S. in the 
late afternoon and arrive in Spain 
the next morning. After checking in 
at their hotels in Valencia — there’s 
some 35 five- and four-star hotels to 
pick from — veteran travelers often 
head to spas to wind down from the 
long trip. Some hotels, like the 135- 
room Westin (a five-star property), 


have their own spas. 

Others opt to soak in the bub- 
bling waters of a thermal spa at 
the Balneario TermaEuropa La 
Alameda across the street from the 
Westin. 

Coming back, savvy travelers 
break up the trip by stopping over 
in Madrid for a day or two. Around 
100 tourist-class hotels are available 
there. Several, such as the hip-deco 
De Las Letras (103 rooms), are 
clustered in the popular Gran Via 
section of the city, within walking 
distance of the Prado Museum and 
other major landmarks. 

Westbound flights across the 
Atlantic typically touch down in 
the U.S. in mid-afternoon, giving 
travelers time to catch connecting 
flights to their local airports.
